Must be Registered 


W ashington, 
Nov. 
14.—President 
W ilson is expected to issue a proclam 
ation soon requiring every alien enemy 
w ithin the United S tates to register 
as a step tow ard ridding the country 
of spies and sabotage. 
A ttorney General Gregory took to 
the cabinet m eeting Tuesday for P resi­ 
dent W ilson's consideration a draft of 
regulations under which the registra 
tion m ight be carried out, following 
the program adopted by England and 
France.

shot. Throughout Germany, he thinks, 
com prising men of the Ballin type, Is 
desperately anxious for

America has been utterly alienated. 
This man left Germany early in Dc 
tober, because he had reason to fear 
that he w-as going to be im pressed 
for m ilitary service. The German gov­ 
ernm ent had refused to recognize the

| lion since he failed to comply with the 
law existing in 1913 and did not seek 
the consent of the German governm ent 
to his step. 
To get out he had to in 
duce the Spanish em bassy to bring 
pressure to hear on the German govern 
ment. On reaching Sw itzerland one of

With gins. cotton oil mills, granaries, elevators and plants 
manutac t tiring munitions being burned every day, even as they 
exist in I exas, it would seem that some steps would be taken to 
intern the subjects ol Germany. 
The W ashburn Wire company of 
New York City, which is filling large war contrac ts .suffered Sun­ 
day a fire loss ol two million dollars, and and has in its employ 
two hundred Austrians and twenty-five Germans. 
While we are 
not at war with Austria and complaints against the Austrians have 
been tai less frequent than against the Germans, they cannot all 
be above suspicion. 
The subjects of Germany should, as a rule, 
lave no lights during the war except to eat, sleep and exercise for 
their bodily good. 
Iii Texas an* a number of German subjects 
who have resided here practically all their lives but who have 
neglected to secure their papers or lost them. 
They are entitled 
to special favorable consideration, for they ure probably fully as 
loyal to the I luted States as any naturalized citizen. 
But these 
others who have been here but a few years and have made uo ef­ 
forts to take out citizenship papers have no business being per­ 
m itted to run at large,

The Fountain sanitarium in the east­ 
ern part of the city, the colored annex 
and all the outhouses except the barn. 
as well as the nice new cottage home 
I of Dr. and Mrs. W. C. Fountain ad­ 
joining the sanitarium, were a mass 
of ashes and smouldering ruins this 
morning. The conflagration which con­ 
sumed them, and which was one of the 
hottest and most disastrous the city 
has suffered in a long time, occurred 
at 2 o’clock this morning. 
The glaiu 
of the flames lighted up the entire city 
and the explosion of a hot water tank 
in the sanitarium during the progress 
of the fire, Jarred all the buildings 
within a radius of a quarter of a mile 
and the detonation aroused almost the 
entire population of the city. 
The firemen responded promptly to 
the alarm and made a valiant fight, but 
the flames had gained such headway 
before the alarm was given that it was 
impossible to save the sanitarium or 
the W. C. Fountain residence, and it 
was a hard fight to save other build­ 
ings in the neighborhood. 
The press­ 
ure, according to Fire Marshal John 
l>aly, Jr., was good, and to this fact 
is due the ability of the firemen to 
save the residence occupied by W. S 
Collard, next to the Fountain residence, 
and so great was the heat the firemen 
had to crawl on their stomachs to a 
point within fighting range, and had to 
relieve each other every three min­ 
utes to keep their clothes from burn­ 
ing. 
Mr. Elliott, who lives near the sanl 
tarlum, was the first to see the flames 
and says the fire 
started 
in 
tile 
kitchen of the sanitarium. It being a 
frame structure and so dry because of 
the long drouth, the flames spread 
rapidly and in a very short time the 
whole building was a mass of flames. 
Before the flames reached the west 
side of the building and before the 
heat became so great, a large part of 
the furniture from Dr. W. C. Fountain’s 
home was removed by spectators and 
firemen.

A meeting of the staff of the exten­ 
sion service, A. and M. college is to be 
held at IO o’clock in the morning for 
the purpose of perfecting plans where­ 
by the farmers in the different coun­ 
ties of the state may be enabled to buy 
feed through co-operative methods. For 
some time the service has been receiv­ 
ing quotations on feed 
of 
different 
wholesale houses in the southwest, and 
is now arranging a plan to utilize these 
and other price information for the 
benefit of those farmers who are will­ 
ing to take advantage of i t 
As planned the farmers of a giv­ 
en community will get together, with 
the county agent or one of their own 
number acting as secretary, for the 
purpose of ordering a carload of feed 
from the producer, if possible or the 
wholesaler. 
Each farmer will make 
his own financial arrangem ents with 
his own bank, but 
all 
must 
deal 
through one bank, to which their sec­ 
retary will take the money or checks 
and deposit them against the forth­ 
coming shipment. Then the secretary 
will wire for confirmation of previous­ 
ly quoted prices and if satisfactory a 
carload of feed will be ordered by the 
bank. The wholesalers Insist on deal­ 
ing through the bank as it has a rating 
that is easily determined. 
When the 
feed arrives the bank takes up the 
draft, pays the freight charges and 
turns the car over to the secretary 
who pro rates the stuff according to 
the original orders. 
The community 
clubs 
formed 
and 
being 
formed 
throughout Brazos county will thus 
find something practical to 
do 
tor 
themselves provided they have not 
enough feed to last them through the 
winter. 
The extension service will not do 
more than secure the quotations and 
look after the market, to which end 
it will soon send a man to Louisiana, 
j j Mississippi and Alabama to investigate 
the corn and feed 
crofts, 
also 
the 
prices at which the different feeds may 
be bought in those states. 
Later H. 
M. Elliott and an assistant will make 
a trip through the corn belt for the 
same purpose. 
The m arket letters issued by the ser­ 
vice show the farmers in a general way 
at least the quotations in the differ­ 
ent markets, and also reveal the con­ 
ditions of the market. 
New corn, for 
example, has not begun to move very 
extensively yet, hence the offerings 
are largely of the old crop, 
or 
the 
southern states crop. 
Most dealers 
predict no easier markets of 
conse­ 
quence.

S. S. McClure, founder of M cClure’.^ 
m agazine, ap p eared before a packed J 
house a t the college chapel last ni-:ht * 
d e m o n s tra tin g once more the urgent 
need of the new auditorium , now in 
process of construction. 
Many of the 
stu d en ts w ere forced, as a m a tte r of 
courtesy to the visitors from town, to 
su rre n d e r their seats and either stand, 
sit in the windows or leave the hall 
entirely. 
Mr. McClure’s address was not in 
a n y way oratorical or an appeal to the 
passions of men. 
It war a straight- 
out statem ent of facts as he had found 
them in Japan, China, Russia and the 
European w ar zone, 
it was delivered 
in conversational style and with fre 
quem reference to bits of docum entary 
evidence used in support of his state 
ments. 
Mr. McClure m akes the flat stat* 
m ent th at the T oited States has noth 
ing to fear from Jap an despite charger 
and fears to the contrary. 
W ithout 
attem p tin g to quote the comparative 
figures he gave, he showed that Japan 
is w ithout g reat agricultural, m ineral 
and natural m anufacturing resources, 
being m uch behind Belgium, of which 
we h ear less. 
Jap an is a poor nation 
as far as m aterial wealth is concerned. 
The foreign trad e of Japan and China 
aggregate less th an th at of Belgium in 
1913. The railroad m ileage of Belgium 
Is g reater than that of China and Janan 
W hile the Ja p a n ese value education 
m ore highly than any other people, 
yet they have limited school faeilPips 
for students above 12 years of age. 
The dem and for telephones is years 
behind the supply. 
Jap an lacks ship 
ping and iron and coal with which to 
build them . 
Japan, to live, must im ­ 
port largely her raw m aterials, m an u ­ 
facture them and export them and can 
only profit thereby through cheap la­ 
bor. 
W ithout m inerals, coal, railroads 
and other natural and acquired facili­ 
ties w hat could Jap an do in war, he 
asked. 
If Jap an went to w ar she could 
not m anufacture the 
w ar 
m aterials, 
such as are dem anded in m odern w ar­ 
fare. 
If Japan sent troops to the R us­ 
sian front the United 
States 
would 
have to supply h er with the raw m a ­ 
terials for the m anufacture of muni 
tlons. 
In m aking com parisons 
Mr 
McClure incidentally m entioned that in 
England eighty per cent, of the m an u ­ 
factures are engaged in m aking things 
for the war, and one factory is tw enty 
m iles long and four miles wide. 
He 
put aside the Ja p a n ese question as 
being non-existent, and h er control of 
China he considered as equally out of 
the question. 
Ja p a n is an island, like 
England, but without England's n a tu r­ 
al resources, hence Japan must pro­ 
tect herself with the navies of oth er 
powers, which accounts for her alliance 
with England and only a few days ago 
with the United States.

The Present War. 
Mr. McClure, in fact, gave two lec­ 
tures, the latter o l the causes of the 
present world war and evidences on 
the a ’leged inhum an atrocities of the 
G erm ans and th eir allies. 
He stated 
th at he had m ade a careful investi­ 
gation of the subjects prior to our en 
tran ce into the war, having (raveled 
th e countries over in his search. 
As for the causes he traced them 
back to 1899, the year of the close of 
the Boer war, when 
Great 
Britain 
found herself disliked by m ost of the 
o th er nations, particularly by Prance. 
In the years th at followed w ar with 
F rance was alm ost a certainty several 
tim es, m ainly 
about 
N orth 
Africa. 
This was finally settled by France be 
ing given control of 
Morrocco 
ant' 
Great Britain of 
Egypt, an arra n g e 
m en t not to the liking of Germany, 
which the present kaiser, from th*- 
tim e he ascended the throne, has had 
a dream of an em pire running from 
th e Baltic to the Persian gulf, includ­ 
ing Egypt, and the Suez canal. 
E n g ­ 
land and Russia had settled their dif­ 
ferences over far eastern territo ry and 
R ussia had joined the entente. 
The 
Germ an ambition met with difficulties 
in th e Balkans, which Mr. McClure re ­ 
ferred to as the roof betw een G erm any 
and Asiatic Turkey. 
F or m any years G erm any flooded 
her people with a m ass of books tell 
ing of her am bitions and particularly 
describing what would be done to d e ­ 
stroy G reat Britain through the cap ­ 
tu re of Egypt and the Suez canal, (hus 
cutting G reat Britain off from India. 
W ith the usual Germ an stupidity these 
books, designed for hom e consum ption 
only, found their way In other conn 
tries, a fact the G erm ans did not count 
upon. 


During tho last Balkan w ar in 1912 
there was great danger of startin g the 
world eanflagratlon which began In 
1914. 
British statesm en and Germ an 
statesm en succeeded in averting that 
catastro p h e then, and a trouty was a r ­ 
ranged in June of 1914 betw een the 
two countries, by which th eir differ 
erices were settled. 
Mr. McClure s la t­
